The 25th of March is an important 


date both in the secular and religions 
ealondara It is the first quarter, day In 
the year and as such comes home to 
most of us who have before our eyes the 
fear of payment of rent or the rarer 
pleasure of receiving it. The pay days 
in England have been arbitrarily fixed 
on Lady day, Midsummer day, Michael- 
mas day and Christmas day. Why? No 
body has beep able to explain, unless 
bo that, arriving, as they do, near the 
end of each quarter, such importan 
days are better as reminders of our duty 
to our landlord than any ordinary SOti 
or 31st of the month would be likely to 
be. 


But it is, of course, as ono of tin 


great festivals dedicated to the Virgin 
(as its name, Lady day, or tho old term 
Oar Lady's day, implies) that it has 
most importance, being the anniversary 
of the day when the angel Gabriel an- 
nounced to the Virgin the mystery oi 
the incarnation. 
Four other dates hi 


the calendar share the honor of this ti- 
tle—namely, Feb. 2, or the Purification 
July 2, or the Visitation, to commem- 
orate the visit paid by tho Virgin Mary 
to her cousin Elizabeth (instituted by 
Pope Urban VI iu 1383); Sept 8, 01 
the Nativity, and Dec. 8, or the Con 
eeption. 


But the 25th of March, or tho An- 


nunciation, is most regarded, as it is 
the anniversary, according to St. Au- 
gustine, of the great event to which it 
owes its origin, and the institution of 
this festival dates from very early times, 
since St. Athanasius mates mention of 
it iu ono of his sermons. An order of 
the Patriarch Nicephorus having given 
permission to break tho fast of Lent if 
the Annunciation happened to fall on 
tho Thursday or Friday of- Holy wecli 
a council convened at Toledo in 056 to 
preserve the complete observance of 
Lent and ordered tho transference of the 
holiday to the week preceding Christ- 
mas. Some of tho eastern churches still 
follow this decree, but tho Syrians have 
fixed it on Dec. 1 and the Armenians 
on tho Cth of January, while in tho 
Latin church it has resumed its old 
place in the ecclesiastical calendar. 
In 


the western church, if it should fall in 
tho Easter fortnight, its celebration is 
postponed until tho second Monday fol- 
lowing tho festival. 


Lady day of March bus always been 


very highly observed in England. Tho 
synod of Worcester, 1340 A. D., by one 
of its canons forbade all servile work 
upon it, and this \vas afterward con- 
firmed by various provincial and dioc- 
esan councils in all respects except ag- 
ricultural labor. 


In Rome, in the early part of the cen- 


tury, tho day used to bo celebrated with 
great pomp und splendor. Wo read that 
the windows were hung with crimson 
and yellow silk draperies and occupied 
by females in most gorgeous attire, 
while the churches were patrolled by 
tho pope's horse guards in their splen- 
did full dress uniforms, all of whom 
wore in their caps a sprig of myrtle as 
a sign of rejoicing. Before tho service a 
procession appeared, preceded by anoth- 
er detachment of tho guards mounted 
oil black chargers, who rode forward to 
clear tho way to Iho sound of trmnpet 
and the beating of drams. This martial 
array was followed by a bareheaded 
priest on a, white mule, bearing the host 
in a gold cup, at the night of which ev- 
erybody proslruled himself. 
The popi) 


used formerly to ride on the white mule 
himself, and all tho cardinals used to 
follow him in their magnificent robes 
of state, but uu the pniiupntisEhui wcro 
for. the mcst pa^ iiot very eminent 
hovEwnen they were generally fastened 
011 lest they should tumble oft'. 


It is not to bo supposed that iu this 


country tho day wtrald be without i'.s 
tradition or superstition, so we find that 
it was considered a public misfortune 
if Lady day fell on Easter tiny, and the 
mediaeval couplet runs: 


When our Larty falls in our Lord's lap, 
Then England bevraro of great mishap. 
No less than 18 saints figure iu the 


calendar on this day. 
Of these two 


were ladies—St. Dula and. St. Ida; ono 
Irishman, St. Cammiii, abbot of Inis- 
kcltra, and two Englishmen, St Alf- 
wolf, bishop of Sherborne, and St. Wil- 
liam, the child martyr, of Norwich. 


In The Calendar of the Anglican 


Church we find a statement showing 
how great in ancient times was tho ven- 
eration for tho Virgin in this country. 
Published iu 1851, the book states that 
no fewer than 2,120 churches were 
named in her honor alone, besides } 02 
where she was associated with some 
other saint. 
:On the authority of the 


same work, pictorially the Virgin is 
nearly always shown kneeling or seate'd 
at a table reading. 
; - 


Of tho great masters of all countries 


and ages whose genius has been lavish' 
eel on this theme, it will bo sufficient' to; 
mention the brothers Van Eyck, Loch- 
uer of Cologne, Albert Duerer, Andrea 
del Sarto, Vasari, Louis and Annibal 
Carracci, Gnido, Charles de la Fosse, 
Lesueur and Murillo. 


In connection with the day it is per- 


missible, perhaps, to conclude with a 
' 'chestnut'' that owes its origin to the 
postoffice. 
It is said that a.few years a 


go a country gentleman wrote a letter 
to a lady of rank in town and sent it 
through the post with the following ad- 
dress: ' 'To tho 25th of March, Duke 
street, London." Tho postman is said 
to have delivered it at the house of La-

HO PARTY KIKES ON THE MONEY 


QUESTION. 


Harrison Gray Otis of Los Angeles, a 


dvtogat* to the Republican National 
Convention, is authority for the state- 
meat that the Republicans have been 
promised the support of the gold 
standard Democrat! in the event of the 
adoption of a gold standard platform 
at St. Louie. Colonel Otis dined with 
Don M. Dickinson of Michigan, one of 
President Cleveland's lieutenants. Mr. 
Dickinson said if the Republicans come 
out squarely for gold without any res- 
ervation, the sound money Democrats 
will allow the silver men to have their 
own way at Chicago. They will per- 
mit them to organize the convention 
without serious interference and will 
than help elect the Republican candi- 
date. But, on the other hand, if the 
Republicans adopt the straddling plank 
of former years the sound money Dem- 
ocrats will make a vigorous flgbt at 
Chicago and nominate a sound money 
candidate and defeat the Republicans 
at the polls on the money issue. 


This indicates that the gold men do 


not intend to draw party lines on the 
money question. If the Republicans 
declare for gold at St. Louis, the gold 
Democrats will probably make no 
serious fight at Chicago, but will tui n 
in and help elect the Republican can- 
didate. Shgnld the Republicans, how- 
aver, straddle the financial question at 
St. Louis the gold Democrats will bolt 
at Chicago, nominate a straight-out 
gold candidate on whom gold Demo- 
crats and gold Republicans in the East 
will unite and, if possible, elect. 


This, perhaps, would be advantageous 


to the silver cause. There would then 
be three tickets in the field, the Ee- 
poblican on a straddle platform, the 
gold Democratic on a gold platform 
and the silver ticket, whether Demo- 
cratic or Populist or both, with the 
same candidate, on a free coinage plat- 
form. This would insure the success 
of the silver ticket. It would divide 
the vote in the East between the Re- 
publicans and the gold Democrats and 
the West and South would give their 
electoral votes to the silver candidate. 


Under these circumstances if the 


Dickinson program is carried out it 
would be better for the silver cause to 
have the Republicans straddlo the 
financial question at St. Louis than to 
adopt a gold platform, as they are cer- 
tain to do one or the other.

This decision is of great importance 


to the ranches on the Hum bold t west 
of the Bliss place. If 14,000 inches of 
water gets down to Golconda much of 
it will reach Lovelocks, where farming 
is carried on extensively. East of Ool- 
oonda the water is diverted from the 
river mainly for the purpose of irrigat- 
ing the natural meadows. At Love- 
locks the water is used for irrigating 
grain, vegetable and alfalfa fields. 
Though the water was appropriated at 
Lovelocks years before many of the 
dams and irrigating ditches east of 
Golconda were built, the new appro- 
priators had the advantage of being 
nearer the head of the river, and as 
streams in Nevada, unlike those in the 
States, are larger at their beads than at 
their mouths, the Lovelock people were 
left entirely without water for irrigat- 
ing purposes in dry seasons. 


The case will probably go to the 


Supreme Court, as the defendants 
have large interests involved.

pell, a farmer, was burned to death in 
his barn. 
His son-in-law, William Ho- 


bili, was shot in the leg. Hobili and 
wife and Mrs. Hobili's brother and 
sister went home Friday night about 
10 o'clock. Shortly after they had re- 
tired they were awakened by a flre ii 
the barn. 
Hobili dressed and started 


for the barn, when he was flred upon 
by tramps, who were running away. 
One of the shots struck him in the leg. 
Mr. Ohappell also went into the barn 
and started to let loose two calves 
which were fastened there. He never 
returned, but when the flre died down 
his blackensd trunk was discovered 
among the ruins.

Bernstein, the two-year-old daughter 
of John Bernstein, died yesterday in 
this city from lockjaw. The child was 
vaccinated three weeks ago and ap- 
peared to be getting along nicely when 
she was taken ill.

The vaccination 


irritated her, and, with her fingers cov- 
ered with the clay, scratched herself, 
and thus, according to her physician, 
inoculated herself with the tetanup

EDITOR STATE JOTTENAL —There has 


been more ram with light snow during 
the past two months in Eastern Nevada 
than heretofore known so late in the 
season. This •whole region of country 
north and south from Elko presents to 
the eyes of the beholder one vast sea of 
grass from the valley and table lands to 
the mountain top. An abundance of 
grass is to be found this year in places 
where it never has been known to grow 
Heretofore. The cattle and sheep are 
fat and sauoy and well pleased. The 
raging Hnmboldt is now dashing down 
the valley, overflowing its banks in 
many places. Thus far our ranchers 
have not been required to irrigate to 
secure a crop of grain or bay. With 
the present warm weather under the 
Elko-Italian ekies our neighboring 
hills are carpeted with fragrant flowers 
representing every color of the rainbow. 
Elko county is surely the banner 
county in the production of fine cattle, 
m fact, of all kinds of stock that roam 
as free commoners over the vast pas- 
ture field within her borders. 


The past spring has been one of con- 


siderable activity in Elko. Our hotels 
have been renovated and enlarged and 
many new features of comfort added to 
them. 
Our new three-story flouring 


mill is now m full blast, turning out 
thirty-three barrels of flour per day. 
The Silver Medal flour cannot be sur* 
passed by any other brand, either in or 
out of this State. Wo have an electric 
light plant-which is in complete work- 
ing order, shedding light in dark 
places and making promenades in the 
evening delightful. Our town is enp- 
phed with an abundance of pure cold 
mountain water. These last three en- 
terprises are due to the energy of our 
townsman, W. T. Smith. The C. P. E. 
R. Company has in contemplation the 
erection during the summer of quite an 
extensive building to be used as a 
ticket office and public waiting room.

the past year, not only in the erection 
of new buildings, but repairing of old 
ones.
